Home Savings And Loan Annual 
Report Shows 1960 Record Year

Torrance residents joined 
with nearly one-third million 
other Southern Califorians 
during 1960 in boosting 
Home's savings accounts to 
an all-time high of $765,529, 
777. The 12-month increase 
of $154 million is over double 
the growth of savings ac­ 
counts ever recorded without 
merger in any 12-month per­ 
iod by a savings and loan as­ 
sociation. The number of sav­ 
ings accounts placed with 
Home Savings boomed up­ 
wards by a 1 m o s t 47,000 in 
1960 reaching a total of 225,- 
100 at year end.

Home Savings poured a 
record total of $30,894,205 
back to its savers in earning 
payments in 1960, providing 
a "tremendous reservoir erf 
purchasing power and in­ 
creased family security. Dur­ 
ing 1960 earnings were paid 
at the annual rate of 4^% 
compounded every three 
months. This rate will con­

tinue for the first quarter <of 
1961. Ahmanson said.

So said State Controller 
Alan Cranston as he issued a 
report on street and road fi­ 
nancial transactions for 1959- 
60 that disclosed total expen­ 
ditures of $292,683,659.

Of this amount. $169,516,- 
529, or approximately 58 per 
cent, was spent on 30,397 
miles of city streets and the 
remaining $123,167.130 on 69. 
422 miles of county roads, 
Cranston said.

Combined expenditures in 
1958-59 were $290,188,908.

Cranston said the total 
number of vehicles in the 
State at' the close of the 1959- 
60 fiscal year, including those 
exempt from registration fees, 
wass 8,623,871, compared 
with 8.067,641 for the prior 
year.

59-flO EXPENDITURES
Major street and road ex­ 

penditure totals for 1959-60 
were the $129,449.884 spent 
for maintenance. The balance 
went for engineering and ad- 
minstration, and for acquisi­ 
tion of rights of way, equip­ 
ment, and other real prop­ 
erty.

Cranston noted that the 
City of Los Angeles, with 
5782 miles of city streets, ac­ 
counts for nearly one fifth of 
the total street mileage in the 
State. San Bernardino Coun­ 
ty's 4596 miles of roads is 
tops in the county category. 

Principal revenue sources 
for streets and roads include 
the gasoline tax. other state 
and federal subventions, local 
general funds, bonds, taxes 
for road purposes, and traffic 
fines and forfeitures.

Various depisitories held 
total restricted balances of 
$75,402,974 for cities and $59,- 
579,886 for counties at the 
close of the 1959-60 fiscal 
year. This money is earmark­ 
ed for street and road expen 
ditures.
